Amortization of the new bonds 
through revenue will ■ mean that 
extra revenue must be derived and 
the village board expects it to come 
from water since the trustees con- 
sider these prices already too low. 
No increase in the water price has 
been made since 1920; the addi- 
tional fees of a few. years back were 
for sewer service, 
..Harold Warren, representing the 
bond house of. Benjamin and Lang 
proposed a schedule j that calls for 
an over-all increase of 25. per cent 
to the limited. water user an 50 per 
cent to the. large. 

The minimum sewer and water 
charge would be $4.50 a quarter in

Reconstruction of the Regal China 
Co. plant is under way at a rapid 
pace and it is expected that by early 
next year the' pciitery, destroyed 
last July 27 by fire, again will be 
in operation.. 

Covering practically the 
area— the, new walls have their 
footings ion the outside, of the old 
©hes-^-the. factory building will 1 be 
one large , open room*. where pro- 
duction- takes place, 'thereby elim- 
inating some, of the -hazards of' the 
old building, which was built in 
sections. 

Constructed of cement block with, 
brick facing at the front, the new' 
building is said: to be as near fire 
resistant as possible. 

The production part will be one 
story,' but the front of the building 
facing on North ave,, will be two 
stories, with office rooms and a 
display room occupying the second 
floor and office rooms the first 
floor. 

A .permit was granted to the 
Regal China Co. by Commissioner 
Walter Scott after the village 
board, sitting as a committee of the 
whole a week ago Saturday, ap- 
proved the plans and decided the' 
building met specifications as to> 
safety. Trustee Murrill Cunning-' 
ham said the roof is as fire resistant 
as can be made. . 

The Regal China Co. was granted ' 
permission by the board -Tuesday 
to construct a. sanitary sewer' from. 
Its factory site to the village ■ewer 
connection, at Main' st. It is not to 
be used for storm water. 

Coat of the new building is esti- 
mated at $100,000. 

Herman Kravitz will be directly 
in charge of the new plant, replac- ' 
ing his brother Davie, who has 
transferred to the sales division.

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The Land Mutt Produce More 

The population of the United States is Increasing 
by 7,000 persons a day. By 1975, government experts 
forecast, we: will have to be capable of feeding five 
people for, every four who sat down at the table in 

1950, 

There are two ways this can 1 be accomplished. 
One is to proportionately Increase our croplands. The 
other Is to make better use of the land we now have. 
" So far as the first of these solutions is concerned, 
it Is estimated that, If our present standard of living 
is to be maintained through 1975, the huge total of 
100,000,000 fertile acres will have to be brought into 
production. So tar as anyone can see now, this Is an 
impossible goal. At present we are bringing in only 
2,000,000 acres a year, and more than half of this is 
being offset by the expansion of communities and in- 
dustrial areas. 

Therefore rhe population problem can be met 
only by producing much more food, feed and liber 
irpm an acreage which will be but moderately In- 
creased. 

That, luckily for America's future, can be done 
through the application of proven scientific produc- 
tion practices along with better land conservation and 
utilization. And here agriculture has a mighty ally 
in farm machinery. The machine is the key to mak- 
ing the land yield more — and, at the same time, pre- 
serving and improving that land for future genera- 
tions.

Answers Are Obvious 

An editorial in the Jacksonville, Florida, Times- 
Union presented a compelling cose for taxpaylng elec- 
tric power development by private enterprise, as 
against tax-subsidized socialized government develop- 
ment. 

The paper pointed out that the power industry's 
current expansion program will cost, a total of 
$12,000,000,000, and that by the end of 1956 the indus- 
try plans to have raised its generating capacity by 
more than 50 per cent. Then it said: "Could the gov- 
ernment, whose debt is pushing the legal limit of 
$275,000,000,000, have found $12,000,000,000 more in 
the next four years to pay for necessary power de- 



velopments? Could the U. S, Treasury, now operat- 
ing at a deficit, get along without the taxes to be paid 
by these private concerns? i 

"Answers are obvious. It would be. foolhardy 
for the government to assume further obligations In 
the power field, when private companies and investors 
are ready, willing and able to tackle the Job at hand, 
It would be a financial absurdity for the government 
to spend for such purposes, when It could be deriving 
revenues," ^ ' 

This administration has been abused and mis- 
represented by left-wingers for Its policy of opposing 
socialized power when private power can meet the 
need, But the American people, who hove at 1 last 
been learning how expensive socialism Is, both In 
mony and in lost liberties, are having their, eyes 
opened. ' •

"Maritime Affairs" 

A new and timely bulletin entitled "Maritime 
Affairs" Is now being published regularly by a group 
of American shipping lines serving essential foreign 
trade routes. "It Is devoted to the cause of a strong 
merchant marine and contains facts and information 
about U. S, maritime activities. 

There has been a great heed for a publication: of 
this character. We have the dubious distinction of be- 
ing a major maritime nation without realizing it- ■ The 
United States has thousands of miles of coast line. It 
also has millions of square miles Jn the interior far 
removed from harbors and shipping. The nearest 
many of us have come to shipping is the folk-lore -of 
"prairie schooners"— those lumbering covered wagons 
of the pioneers. Actually, few American industries 
affect our lives and businesses in as many important 
ways as shipping. 

Since the war every third bushel of wheat of 
American farmers has been shipped" overseas. About 
half the cotton and more than a quarter of tobacco, 
dried peas, peanut oil and soy beans arc exported. 
Militarily, the record Is equally impressive: 4,000,000 
dead weight tons of supplies were carried to Korea by 
ship. However, In spite of the fact that the American 
merchant marine has rung up a magnificent perform- 
ance in recent years, the shipping industry is faced 
with a critical obsolescence problem. The vast major- 
ity of ships will require replacement between 1962 
and 1966. Yet today not one ocean-going passenger 
or cargo ship Is being built In American ship yards 
for privateownership. 

Thi3 situation is due primarily to a lack of aware- 
ness of the Importance of regular and dependable 
shipping service to overseas points. The publication 
Maritime Affairs is designed to help meet this prob- 
lem. In the final analysis our country cannot have 
a strong merchant marine unless the shipping indus- 
try has public understanding and support.

The highest temperature for the 
month was 84 degrees on Oct. 2, 20, 
and 21. The lowest temperature 
for the month was 30 degrees on 
Oct. 29, the only weather cold 
enough to freeze ice. There were 
a few light frosts on other dates, 
however. 

There was only .74 inch of rain- 
fall for the entire month, and only 
four days on which more than a 
trace of rain fell. The rainfall on 
the 4th was .29, on the 6th .10, on 
the 26th there was .33, and on the 
27th, .12. 

The prolonged Indian Summer is 
continuing into November, with 
high temperatures approaching 70 
and the tow temperatures in the 
40's.
